WORLD, judging by its literature, is turning to nature. 


We have the memory of old John Burroughs in proof. 


Wherever he went the people followed him. Whatever he said 
Was heard gladly. Whatever he wrote was given a wide read- 
ing. He dwelt with nature and the masses followed his lead to 
the fields and groves and water courses. 
Perhaps our love of nature is in inverse ratio to her ac- 
cessibility Time was when men paid no attention to the Open.

The artifical convention- 


alities of the man-made cities were to them more engrossing 
themes than the countless miracles about them. 
Even our own English poets of an earlier day were deaf to 


the matchless harmonie" of the world around them. 
Neither 


Shakespeare nor Pope were moved by nature-love. Dr. John- 
son with characteristic irony said he failed to see why people 
were interested in trees which "do nothing but grow. 
The 


world hi the .*•-> er.dier times strangely preferred the enervating 
pursuits r.rd -omj/lexities of society to a soul invigorating com- 
munion wlih X;-.ture. 
Tm= explains the wonderful following that John Burroughs 


has held for a full half century. He spoke the language that 
the world icday is longing to hear. Thru economic stress we 
are crowded into cities, but the heart of mankind yearns for the 
woods and the mountains and the seashore. In the midst of the 
rush and roar ct industry men's hearts and minds instinctively 
turn to "green fields and running brooks." , 
With us the summer vacation has become a passion, and 


deaf to the best impulses of the times is he who scoffs at this 
tendency of men and women in every walk of life. And as John 
Burroughs was the apostle of Out-of-Doors and the prophet of 
thoVe who worship at Nature's feet, so was he a leader and 
teacher to t*e end of his days. With him went countless thou- 
sands on periodic fishing trips or journeys into the mountains 
or on strange quests into the &uiet bosom of Mother Earth. 


His writing's satisfied the inquiries of multitudes concern- 


ing the most fascinating of ail sciences. Not only was he 
possessed of an admirable style of writing, but he avoided vhe 
techricelitie«s of the scientist and made clear to the many what 
onlv the few had known before. He knew the beautiful gospel 
of Nature and interpreted it as men would have it unfolded to 
them. His was a sane and wholesome optimism, a satssiymg 
message from the world of birds and animals to his fellowmen 
in the crowded labyrinths of great cities. 
The success of Burroughs is a compliment to those who 


heard him so gladly. He dwelt upon the most wholesome and 
normal of themes both in his poems, bis writings in a lighter vein 
and in his more substantial works of science. Always he was a 
delight and a source of constant satisfaction to millions who 
were deprhed of the close kinship with Nature that was always 


His perceptions were keen, his nature was kindly, his think- 


ing was straight. Of maudlin sentimentality he knew nothing. 
He dwelt intimately with nature and at all times he was natural. 
So to love Burroughs was to indicate a love of nature in his ad- 
mirers. 
While he never attained the heights in the scientific 


world that were won by Darwin. Huxley and Spencer, he re- 
mained nearer the masses, and the busy world of men felt that 
they had more in common with him than the trio of immortal 
Englishmen. 
Perhaps nothing that he ever wrote came nearer express- 


ing his own philosophy of life than the exquisite poem which 
appears on page one of this issue. His was a life of poise and 
serenity and yet one of tremendous achievement. The world 
will not soon look upon his like again.
